THE N EW WAR CO LLEGE 

IN WASHINGTON ; FOR IN- 
STRUCTION IN TACTICS 



Communication: From .Ou -^.Correspon- 
dent Relative to the Educational 
Work to be Done Tbere. 



While brief news items referring to the 
War College in Washington are frequently 
published in the newspapers; compara- 
tively few people understand just what the 
college is — or will be — and,? with a view to 
furnishing your readers an accurate. des- 
cription of the proposed institution, your 
correspondent called on several members of 
the ''War'CoIleae.Board" and from. them 
obtained the following information; 

Briefly "stated, the projected college will 
have three principal functions; first, the 
classification and development nf data rel- 
ative to the fortifications, military arma- 
ment,' etel; of foreign . nations and their 
study from a strategic standpoint; second, 
the higher education of American'military 
officers, which will include the study and 
working out of problems of offense and de- 
fense both at home and abroad, this work 
being closely related to that, under the first 
head, and, third, the supervision and co- 
ordination of the educational work now be- 
ing done in the "Post /"ami '.'Special Ser- 
vice" schools. 

For many years the war department has 
maintained schools at various army posts 
where the higher branches of military edu- 
cation have been taught to officers,' both 
the graduates of West Point and appoint- 
ees from the volunteer- service' and civil 
life. The institutions known as ''Special 
Service Schools" include the Torpedo 
School at Willett's Point, N. Y., the Ar- 
tillery School at Fort Monroe, Va., the 
Cavalry and Light Artillery School at Fort 
Riley, Kons., . the Engineer School at 
Washington, D..C, and the Staff of Gen- 
eral Service School at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kaas, Their namei indicate the character 
oE the institution given - at each. Hereto- 
fore, these schools have been under the 
joint supervision of the Lieutenant General 
and the Adjutant General, but it is believ- 
ed that their direction can -be much- more 
advantageously performed : by the new 
college, which wilj iuelf be an educational 
institution and whese faculty and mana- 
gers' will include those officers who ore 
especially fitted for ' the performance of 
such duty. 

The War College. is not new in inception 
but only an appropriation of II, 260,000 
made by the Fifty-seventh Congress, of 
which amount $900,000 is now available, 
made possible by its immediate organiza- 
tion. The War College Beard, to which 
the welfare of the college is intrusted, was 
appointed by President Roosevelt and is 
composed of General Young, president; 
Generals Carter and Bliss and Majors 
Greene and Beach; • 

At present .the headquarters of the col- 
lege are in a private residence adjoining 
the "temporary White House" but sur- 
veys have already been made and plans are 
being prepared for extensive buildings to 
be located, on the grounds of what are 
known as "the Barracks" in this city, and 
overlooking the Potomac and AnacosHa 
rivers. The present plans, which are sub- 
ject to some revision, include a single 
large building, for the accommodation of 
the college proper, flanked by residences' 
for the' officers and a club house. The 
buildings now at the Barracks will be re- 
placed with one or more structures in har- 
mony with the proposed improvements. 
A handsome building for the Engineers' 
School will occupy a portion of the site and 
nn immense parado ground ami barracks 
for the' men. will complete what promises to 
be the finest and most extensive military 
establishment ia the United States.

It cow looks as' though there would be a 
seriouH clash between the Fox River Navig- 
able Waterway Association and theassoci- 
tion recently farmed at English Prairie. 
There are two sides ta the dam question 
and it would seem that the best aad only 
way ta come to any understanding ia the 
matter, save C9Bts, time and everlasting ill 
feeling, -would be for the farmers to present 
their case to the committee in an open 
banded^ cheerful way. The people at the 
Bay and at the river resorts want the dam 
for the reason that it will (rive them a 
decent body of water the year around, en- 
abling them to construct piers, boat houses, 
etc., of a substantial nature aad know that 
they will be nearthewntersedgeone month 
Inter.- This they cannot do when the water 
is continually falling. The business men 
of McHeary and property owners wont the 
dam, because they axe confident it will en- 
hance the value of all property, will be an 
incentive for some wide awake persons to 
pat large steamers on the river, thusbring- 
ing more people this way and regaining 
some of the bnsiness that now goes over 
the other route. ' 

■" Citizens of Wilmot do not want the'dam 
placed here for fear it will injure tfce water 
power in that village. Their objections 
are absolately groundless and unreasonable. 
The farmers along; the river do not want 
the dam, that is the farmer whose land ib 
Rat and marshy . at the river front. If these 
persons anticipate that they will loose acres 
of land by inundation no one can blame 
them for being apprehensive. But why 
Buch baste in being aggressive? The Plain- 
dealer's advice would t/o wait until a survey 
has been taken and then confer with the 
committee. In this manner we are confi-

Stole lforee From George Harbaugb 
'and. Entered the Store of L. W. 
Rowling Sunday Night, ■' 

*Pbe. summer resort tegton about Lake 
Villa is greatly agitated over the work of 
what is evidently a band of theives, who 
within a .week have stolen two horses, tried 
to crack a safe and broke into several places 
where goods, of minor importance was 
tolen. , 

Sunday night the barn of William Kremln 
was entered and a valuable horse was stol- 
en. The robbers hitched it to a road cart 
and thea went to the buggy shop of R. 
Nelaoa where they exchanged it for a new 
buggy. They drove to Grayslake and then 
to Waukegan where tbe rig was found. 
Monday night at Lake' Villa a blacksmith 
shop was also broken into and rifled of its 
tools. 

Last week at the same place a horse be- 
longing to George Harbaugh was stolen and 
the same night "an attempt to break open 
the safe in the store of L. W. Rowling was 
thwarted by, Mr. Rowling who chased tbe 
burglara. It is thought that an organized 
bond of robbers is working ia that region. 

Tbe horse and buggy were discovered 
early Monday morning in front of the Kel- 
ler- place on BeWidere street and shortly 
afterward Chief Green was in communica- 
tion with the owner at Lake Villa. He 
came in later and took the rig borne. Itis 
thought that tbe thieves, fi tiding themselves 
no farther away from the scene of theft 
than Waukegan, concluded to abandon 
tbe outfit rather than try to get on to Chi- 
cago with it. 

To Dodge Law. 
The Chicago Record- Herald's Washing- 
correspondent, writing under tbe date of 
July 7 eays: "Oleomargarine manufac- 
turers threaten to defeat the object oE the 
dairymea and the will of Congress, as ex 
pressed ia the bill which passed in the last 
session taxing "artificially" colored oleo 
and process and renovated butter. Tbe 
commissioner of internal revenue, who is 
Intrusted with tbe enforcement of tbe law 
finds that be will be restricted to its letter, 
and that the manufacturers by using natural 
vegetable product*, can give oleo a shade 
of yellow without subjecting their output 
to tbe prohibitive tax of ten cents a pound 
imposed upon the oleo "artificially colored 
iu imitation af butter.'.' One of the larg- 
est concerns in Cbicaoro manufacturing 
oleomargarine bis struck another method 
of evading the^law. Instead of giving 
their product a butter color by tbe use of 
vegitables we intend to furnish with each 
package oE the uncolored oleo a Utile pellet 
with instructions for using it. The bo us e 
keeper purchases tbe uncolored oleo aad re- 
ceives the pellet, and in tbe quiet of ber 
bomeside proceeds to give the oleo a butter 
color. Palm oil, a pure vesri table oil, said 
to be more nutritious, and cheaper than 
cotton seed oil, rich yellow in color, which 
will impart a beautiful yellow to tbe oleo, 
will probably be extensively used in giving 
it a butterlike color without enabling tbe 
commissioner of interna! revenue to tax it 
ten cents a pound. CoaimiBsioner Yerkes 
frankly confesses that he is unable to see 
how he can prevent the spirit of the law 
beins violated. The law is clear and ex- 
plicit, and unless some "artificial" ingred- 
ient Is used to color tbe oleo he can only 
tax it one-fourth of a cent a pound. 



WEEKLY CROP B ULLETIN 

U. S. Department of Agriculture, Oil- ' 
mate and .Crop Bulletin of the 
Weather, Bureau. 

SpitrNOf ield, III., July 22, 1902. 
°Thougb there were a -few days which 
were favorable for baying and harvesting 
in the northern district, most' oE the week 
was so rainy as to prevent. farm work. 
Great ' injury to growing crops resulted 
from these, rains and the winds which ac- 
companied them, extensive areas of bottom 
lands being flooded and much corn and 
small grain broken down. There was also 
some injury to groin in shock. In parte of 
tbe central district farm work was inter- 
rupted hut little, and the rains which oc- . 
curred were beneficial rather than' injurious 
In the southern district tbe weather bos 
cenerally been too dry, and in the extreme 
southern portions the drouth is becombfr. . 
serious. The' weather bus, however, been 
favorable for farm work. Fairly good . 
rains have fallen in parts 'of the southern 
district. Wheat and rye are nearly all in 
shock in the northern district. Both crops 
have been injured, by rain. Threshing has ■ 
continued -iu tbe central and southern dis- 
tricts. The yield of wheat in the central 
district varies from poor to good, but the 
quality is not the best. In tbe southern 
district tbe yield is less than in the central 
district. Oat harvest is . about completed 
in the southern district and is well advanc- 
ed ia the ceatral district and also com- 
menced in the northern, Tbe heavy rains 
and wind of the past week- have caused 
much damage by lodging in the northern 
part of the central district, and harvesting 
will be difficult. Difficulty is still further 
increased by the wet condition of ground. 
In some localities oat ore beginning to rust 
The yield in the central and southern dis- 
trict is generally good. Cora has suffered 
somewhat from rain and wind in tbe 
northern district. Much of it has been 
broken down and many fields flooded. 
This is also true of the northern and west- 
ern protlons of the eentrat district. Tho 
prospects ore still generally good, however, 
in tbe region of heavy rains, and very fine 
in the other parti; of the state, except in 
tbe extreme south, where the crop is be-, 
ginning to be injured- by the drouth. In 
other parts of the south rain will soon be 
needed. Broom corn prospects continue 
good. Haying is about completed in tbe 
south, but in the northern and part of tho 
central district but .little has been dono 
during the past week. . The crop, is gener- 
ally quite heavy in tbe northern and cen- 
tral diftricts, but much of that which has 
been put up is not in good condition. 
Pastures are generally fine, but they are 
becoming poor in tbe extreme southern 
pore of tbe state. Cow peas are doing well, 
gardens are growing nicely, and potatoes 
are a big crop but are rotting in muny 
places. The apple prospect is less favor- 
able than last week, many apples Laving 
been blown off by high winds.

The strike of the Chicago freight han- 
dlers chine to nn end nt noon Wednesday. 
At a mass meeting the men voted to go 
hack to the freight yurda hi a body, ns.lt 
lor reinstatement ami ou receiving it, 
try to make such terms ns they could 
with the olllciiils, The result of the strike 
•was 'a hitter disappointment to the men. 
They knew that the end bad come when 
they received authentic information thnt 
their ranks were broken and that many 
strikers, acting individually, hnd gone 
back to the freight yards nnd asked for 
work. 

President Curran opened the mass 
meeting nnd made a long speech, Jn 
which he bitterly Assailed President 
Young of the Tenmstors' Union; He 
took occasion nlso, without mentioning 
any nnmea, to say Unit some members of 
the freight handlers' executive board had 
played him false. 

The whole blame for the failure of the 
strike Is laid by the-frelght handlers nt 
tho door of the officers or the Teamsters' 
"Union. President Young's order to his 
men to live up to their agreement nnd 
to haul, freight of all kinds marked the 
beginning of the end. 

President Curran told his men that they 
hnd no cause to lament the forming of 
their union, "Since we organised only 
a Bhort time ago," he said, "wo have se- 
cured, through the strength that lies' in 
unionism, two. advances In wages. The 
third time It appears we have failed, but 
through no fault of our own. In Its in- 
fancy, as our organization is, it has nl- 
ready given $700,000 additional to the 
families of the freight handlers. If you 
Tote to go 4>nck to work, go back with 
the full determination to stick to your 
union through good nnd through ,111." 

The decision of tbe men to go back to 
work in n body wns largely the outcome 
of a meeting between President Curran 
and the members of the State hoard of 
arbitration held Tuesday night. "Wednes- 
day Ohalrmnn fob nnd tbe other mem- 
bers of the board saw the officials of 
the union again nnd told them frankly 
thnt the men could not hope to secure 
work unless they went back as the board 
suggested and went back at once. The 
State board hnd felt the pulse of tbe rail- 
road officials and knew that if the freight 
handlers did not go back Wednesdny they 
could never go back. 

Ohalrmnn Job, immediately following 
the decision of the strikers to return to 
work, communicated with the officials' of. 
every railroad In Chicago, and asked per- 
sonally that all the strikers be taken 
back. The replies were in. the main fa- 
vorable, tbe general managers saying 
that tbey would provide for ull that they 
possibly could. 

The State board of arbitration wns 
first called Into the controversy, nnd af- 
ter trying to cITect a settlement It. was 
side-tracked by the Chicago board of ar- 
bitration. This board failed to effect a 
settlement, and the State organization 
took hold once more.

With 
the settling price at 80 cents there would

By his staunch adheruncn to the prin- 
ciples of civil service reform Mr. Roosevelt 
has won the confidence nnd admiration of 
tbe independent voter and, after all, it is 
the independent voter who holds the bal- 
ance of power. 

The President's message to Oongre-s, 
urging relief for Cuba, did not change con- 
ditions in that body but it is believed that 
bis message has been heard by the people 
and that Congress will hear from them. 



FOUND REMAINS OF ST. JUSTIN. 

Skeleton of One of the Early Martyrs 
Discovered In Italy. 

Some children while playing In a 
storeroom attached to the ( parish 
church ol Monticello, near Vicenza, in 
Italy, discovered a large old box, and, 
breaking it open, tbey found In It a 
skeleton and several sacerdotal orna- 
ments. 

The parish priest was Informed of 
the discovery, and he soon obtained 
convincing proof that the skeleton was 
that of St. Justin, who lived about 250 
years after ChrlBt, and who waB killed 
during the persecutions of the Chris- 
tians, which were authorized by the 
Roman emperore of that era. 

The body of SL JuBtln was removed 
from the catacoinbB In 1606 by order 
of Pope Paul V., and three years later 
Antonio Tblenp obtained permission 
to remove It to Monticello. For mora 
than a century no one has known 
where the body was and Its discovery 
is therefore very welcome.

One Man'a "Smoke" — French Rations. 
Therfe has just been Issued by the 
French Director General of Customs 
a circular which fixes tor tne first 
time the exact quantities of tobacco, 
cigars and cigarettes' which may be 
Introduced, Into France by passengers 
for their own use free of duty. The 
quantities so allowed to be Introduced 
are thirty cigars or fifty cigarettes, 
or one hectogramme (three and a 
half ounces) of tobacco.. If these 
quantities are exceeded duty Is, In 
future," to be levied- only on the 
amount exceeding the quantity al- 
lowed to be introduced free.

Chicago freight handlers chnrgc that 
four railroads have violated the compact 
by which the recent strike was settled, 
by refusing to reinstate old employes. 

Police have arrested a woman in Mil- 
waukee and her confederate Jn Nebraska 
In connection with alleged swindles on 
the Corn Exchange National Bank of 
Chicago. 

Judge Tuley hi an address before the 
Illinois State Bar Association, favored 
Stntc legislation requiring all corpora' 
tlons to submit labor troubles to arbi- 
tration. 

At Jloitnt Vernon, Ohio, In putting 
down a test well the Logan Natural Gas 
and Oil Company struck gold In quanti- 
ties assaying $5 a ton.

After forty days of continual' pursuit 
by men and bloodhounds, all organized 
effort to capture Harry Tracy, the es- 
caped Oregon convict, has ended. No 
more posses will start after him. 

The commission appointed to reappor- 
tion Oklahoma has announced the total' 
population of the territory to be 000.000, 
with one Representative for every 22,000 
people, and one Senator for every 4">,000, 

'The minors' convention nt lndtnnnpolls 
Issued an address to the public, giving 
reasons for nnthrncitc strike, expressing 
loyalty to contracts, asserting right to 
arbitration and asking aid for workers' 
cause.

Both litigants In the ense of tho State 
of Minnesota against the Northwestern 
Securities Com pony et a!., being the so- 
called nntt-merger suit, have agreed to 
submit to the jurisdiction of the United 
States Circuit Court.* 

Near Tulsa, 1. T„ n Creek Indian boy, 
Charles Mlugo, was found dead, securely 
fixed on the horns of a wild Texas steer. 
When found the steer was trying to dis- 
lodge the boy .by nibbing against the 
banks of a small ravine. 

A porch climber entered the residence 
ot French Consul General De Lcmngne 
in San Francisco aud got away with dia- 
monds and jewelry worth $3,000. Alto- 
gether thirty-three pieces of jewelry wer» 
stolen, ninny of them heirlooms. 

The strike ot the freight handlers has 
come to an end at Chicago. At a inns* 
meeting the men voted to go back tn the 
freight yards in a body, ask for reinstate- 
ment, and on receiving it,, try to make 
such terms as they can with the officials. 

Mat tie Seals-, the Wichita telephone 
girl, who drew the second prize in the 
Oklahoma land lottery last fall, wni mar- 
ried the other night to Charles W. Payne, 
a Chicago grocery salesman. Her farm 
Is adjoining Law ton, and Is said to be

Recently 
Dooley shot William Harris, Frank's 
brother, on a train nt Doe Run. Each 
family has sworn to kill the other, nnd 
as most of the men have been killed the 
women are taking up the fight. 

At Plattsmouth, Neb., a cloudburst^ 
Friday night swept a river of water four' 
feet deep down the main street, taking 
with It everything movable. Half n doz- 
en frame buildings collapsed, the electric 
light plant was rendered useless, nnd 
every cellar In the place was filled. Sev- 
eral stocks of merchandise- were seriously 
damaged. The total damage U estimated 
at 5200,000. 

J. 31. Speyer of New Orleans, a show- 
man nt a street fair In Kansas City, 
killed, his* 5-year-old son' by cutting his 
throat while the child slept, and then 
attempted to commit suicide by cutting 
bis own throat. Speyer was accused of 
assaulting a 0-year-old girl, and asserts 
that he Intended to kill his son and him- 
self because he feared he would be lynch- 
ed, although he maintains his Innocence 
of the charge of assault. 

Robert Hayes, a crippled deaf mute, 
who In his effort to save the lives and 
property of others in a fire at 2345 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, Chicago, was se- 
verely burned, died nt the Mercy hos- 
pital. He was caught In a rear room on 
the third Door of the building by the 
flames which filled, the hallways, and 
with his clothing nblnze was rescued by 
two policemen. It was owing to the 
bravery of Hayes that Edward Dillon 
and the members of his family arc alive, 
Dillon is a hnrseshoer and owns the 
building In which the lire started. He 
occupied apartments with his family on 
the top floor.

Havana authorities-have discovered a

Having declared against n general 
strike,' adopted n report calling o'u the 
American people to contribute S 1,01)0,000 
n month, to aid the striking anthracite 
miners, provided fori) maintenance fuitil 
mill Issued n stirring appeal to public 
opinion, the United Mine Workers' con- 
vention in Indianapolis sang "America" 
nt 1 o'clock Saturday nfternoou and ad- 
j tint' tied. ' ' / 

The appeal to the public recited at 
length the hardships and low wages of 
the miners, declared that they had lived 
up to the letter and spirit of their con- 
tracts and still refused to violate them, 
Intimated that the purpose of the oper- 
ators was lu destroy the miners" union 
and then urged ihu people nt inrge to. 
bring all possible pressure to bear 011 the 
"llk-crn of the anthracite coul intercuts to 
Induce them tu treat considerately the 
appeal of the miners for arbitration. 

O ne of the features of the session was 
nn address by ".Mother Jones," which 
was received enthiislastlclly by the cou- 
Ycutlou, She urged the delegates to op- 
pose nt the Congressional dee I Ions this 
fall every ninn who wits favorable to 
"government by injunction." 
. The recommendations' brought In by 
the special committee appointed were 
practically Identical with those suggested 
by President Mitchell In his address 011 
the first day of the convention aud -were 
adopted unanimously by the convention. 
Following Is an extract from the mini- 
vrs' appeal lu the people:

The reading of the report of the com- 
mittee and tiie appeal to the public was 
listened to In absolute silence, but as the 
voice of Secretary Wilson ceased there 
came n tremendous cheer from the dele- 
gates that foreshadowed their unnnlmous 
adoption which followed a' few minutes 
Inter. 

Some amendments to the report ot the 
co intuit tee were offered, the must ma- 
terial of them being that the assessment 
of tie ollicers be cut from !!«"} per cent to 
10 per cent. All the amendments were 
voted down and n motion declaring de- 
bute dosed was pass vi I, • 

The question 11 f the adoption of the re- 
port of the committee wns then put and 
carried by n rising vote, every delegate 
being on his feet. 

The miners of Illinois announced rnnt 
they have appropriated $50,OIK) from their 
trensury for the snpiHirt of the nnthrnclte 
strike. Ohio gave $ 10.000 and town and 
Indiana promised contributions lu be 
made Inter. 

President Mitchell declared that there 
wns approximately $1,OIK),000 In the 
treasuries of the various local unions and 
that his const ruction of the clause direct- 
ing the union to con tribute "what they 
could afford" wns one-halt of this money. 
The convention was then adjourned by 
the slugtng of "America." 

Immediately nflcr the adjournment 
President Mitchell called the meeting 10 
order again to bear n heluted report from 
a committee appointed early in the week 
to prepare resolutions of condolence Oil 
the recent mine disasters lu Penasylrunia 
nnd Utah. This report censured sharply 
District Mine Inspector Roderick of 
I'ennsylvuiiiii "for allowing work lu be 
commenced hi' a mine before all the corps- 
es had been removed." 

President Mitch cli requested that I he 
report be hold until the mutter could be 
Investigated personally by the olllcern of 
the union, and the report mis referred to 
them for future action. 

The convent in a then adjourned for the 
second time.

The 
close wns Stic. The trade paid little at- 
tention to the government report on corn, 
nlthough It Is very bearish. The condi- 
tion of 87.5 Is fairly low for July, hut 
there Is an unprecedented acreage, 05,- 
000,000, which, figured by States based 
on government conditions, Indicates a 
yield of 2,400,000,000 bushels, the larg- 
est on record, The surplus States have a 
prospect of 1,078,000.000 bushels, or dou- 
ble last year's. With old reserves light, 
and likely to be" exhausted by the time 
the new crop begins to move, there is a 
feeling among traders that corn is not 
likely to average much below 50c. 

Sentiment among -wheat traders as to 
the future course of values is mixed. 
Same of the sharpest and best operators 
are friendly to the bull side. There are 
nlao a number of shrewd men who be- 
lieve prices are high enough. The price 
last week was governed largely by tho 
weather, and although averaging higher 
closed with a gain of only *4c on July hnd 
a loss of i£e to %c on distant mouths. 
September, which was 'Jic under Decem- 
ber a week ago, advanced to V£c premium, 
but closed Vic discount. The cash situa- 
tion Is regarded as strong. Heavy storms 
throughout the winter wheat country 
have delayed the movement aud deterior- 
ated the quality. There is prospect ot n 
larger quantity of low-grado wheat on 
the present crop than has been known 
for years. The world's stocks of wheat 
arc the lowest on record with the excep- 
tion of the Letter year, 1807-08. The de- 
crease lnst mouth, taking the Dally Trade 
Bulletin's estimate, -wns 27,340,000 bush- 
els, and the world's supply, 105,827,000 
bushels, while In the Loiter deal It was 
down to 103,000,000 bushels. 

During the week top cattle sold at 
$8.70, being 20c above the previous week 
and tbc highest July price on record. 
Hogs sold 22V&C higher than the previous 
week, the highest since March, 1803, and 
the highest July In twenty years. Three 
loads sold at $8.25. Sheep and Iambi 
sold poorly during the week.

The old tnensure ship Portland of the 
Alaska run, which brought to Seattle ulna 
tons of gold In 1897 and "set the whole 
world of : argonauts frantic,: has recently, 
been fuBtln'tce In Behrlng Sen, drilling 
toward the. -mysterious and unknown 
waste of - Ice and whter about the north 
polo, oftrrylng' with her, 100 passenger h, 
«, crew of ulnetr men 'and 1,100 tong^ot 
freight, bonnd for. "Nome. Cnptnln Dan- : 
lela of the Nome Oily brought down (he 
report,' and. -stated that the last seen of 
the Portland Bhc was enveloped in the 
Jce pack, -drifting past the Dlomede Isl- 
ands In Behrlng straits. to the Arctic 
faeoiiiT. 'Two other vessels went through 
the hnznrdons experlencca of Ibe Port- 
land, 'the Nome City and the old Jean- 
ne tie, the whaler upon which Admiral 
Schley wont Jo the relief of the G reply 
expedition. The JeanueUc Is a wooden 
schooner, bulit .whaler fashion, with nil 
her -surfaces -sloping to the keel, so that 
It caught in the Jce she -would be lifted 
upon It, and thus be ,saToa from, the in- 
evitable crushing between masses of 
liergs and fiout. 'The "Nome C'ty Is a 
new wooden -Btenin vessel, schooner built, 
all her tlmbcni being of quarter-sawed 
oak; she has o bow built np solhl for 
fourteen feet, of solid oifk, nnd over all 
carries a sheathing of Australian iron- 
wood, ten 'Inches thick. Her rudder nnd 
wheel have been Inclosed, to .port and 
starboard, so that tbeilce will not carry 
them nwny. These two vessels made the 
early lleat "last year. 
. -The -two 'vessels of the first fleet got 
throngh , so happily Inst .year thnt the 
Portland, now owned by the Northern 
Commercial Company, was scut with 
them ;thle year, jit was on the return of 
thi!

., 'Almost rivaling in , Its fierceness the 
gale which followed the Gulvestbn hur- 
ricane and accobipiuiieU by n • downpour 
of rain mich as the city hns not witness- 
ed In years mid on . Incessant play of 
lightning "at, thu ''UttBh', chain -and forked 
kind, a storm swooped down .upon Chi- 
cago from out of the bo uth went Thurs- 
day night at 8:45 o'clock that carried 
with It Injury to pcrBOiis and damage* to 
property. 

For one minute, according to the 
weather forecaster, the wind reached, a 
velocity of ninety miles an hour. . In ten 
minutes, nccordlng to the records of the 
weather office, half nn Inch of, rain fell 
and the fluctuations of the barometer 
were such as to startle even the weather 
men. 

Tho storm came after n day of the 
most freakish kind of weather, in which 
the thermometer reached 80 along, to- 
ward 1 p. m. and in two hours following 
dropped nearly 18 degrees. During the 
afternoon nnd early evening the showers 
showed nlLmanucr of oddities. Balning 
heavily all over the city, at Itogers Pnrk 
it was dry, while In Evanstoti it rained 
nud up nt Highland Park it was rain- 
less. Then conie the heavy thunder 
s ho with that started in shortly after 7 
p. in. 

So quick did the gnle come up out of 
/the already rnglng storm that it nearly 
blew the lookouts and oliicers off the 
bridges of the City or Chicago and the 
Christopher Columbus. The passengers 
were huddled in the cabins and during 
the life of the blow experienced all the 
terrors occasioned by storm, seasickness 
and fear.

CORN CROP 'PROSPECTS GOOD. 



Much Diversity Found lu .Condition .of 
vGrovvinu'Wliuut and Oats. 
According .to the weather bureau's 
weekly' Bummary of crop coudltlonn,' vtry 
favorable -tempernture .prevailed .during 
the.wcek,in all "districts east ot the Jtocky 
Mountains, with the exception <nf the 
central and east gulf States, which have 
suffered soroewhnt from excessive heat. 
A considerable portion of -these last men- 
tioned districts has, however, received 
much-needed rains, relieving to a -great 
extent the severe .drought that hna .pre- 
vailed for-Bovcrul weeks, although -more 
rain. is' greatly .needed In some suctions. 
Heavy rains have continued In .tho ills- 
sourl nud upper .-Mississippi valleys and 
portions of the. lake -region, delaying cul- 
tivation and causing- destructive .freshets 
to places. -The central and aouthem 
Tloeky Mountain regions have ^suff^red 
somewhat .from .low temperatures and 
frosts. Highly .favorable conditions .pre- 
vailed on thc.Pacllic coast. 

The corn crop.ns a.whote lu the .princi- 
pal corn States, has made very' favornhle 
progress, although needing cultivation In 
portions of the . Missouri and upper Mis- 
BlBstppl vallcysand lake region asa 1 . result 
of continued ruins, which have also re- 
duced the acreage somewhat In Iowa. In 
the Southern States late corn has -im- 
proved somewhat, but the early crop is 
very poor. In New England, New "iork 
nud North Dakota .corn -is -very -back- 
ward. 

Winter wheat harvesting is nearing 
completion, except in [the northern portion 
of the winter wheat belt. The crop hns 
experienced generally -favorable condi- 
tions, except in .the Missouri valley, 
whore complaints continue of sprouting 
in stack nnd shock. On the North Pa- 
cific coast winter .wheat is maturing 
nlcdy, and the harvest will begin it -Ore- 
gon lu about ten. days. 

Spring wheat is -heading la .the north-, 
em portion' of the spring wheat region, 
and the gcncrnl outlook for this crop 
continues promising, .although It is Ute 
In portions of northern Minnesota, In. 
Iowa, where the crop hns been damaged 
by rust, the outlook .is less favornhle. 

Oats continue in ,promiulng condition, 
but lodging is reported extensively, In 
Nebraska and lowu, ,ond to some extent 
in Ohio. Harvesting has been interrupt- 
ed by wet weather in the lower Missouri 
valley, hut has; made good progress else- 
where, 

In New England and Michigan the out- 
look for. apples continues promising, and 
less complaint of dropping is received 
from Missouri and Arkansas, but New 
York reports less favorable prospects 
than in the previous week. In the mid- 
dle Atlantic nud Ohio valley States nn 
Indifferent crop Is indicated.

Powder Mueuzinea Explode 
Dnly-Wcst Shaft, 

Two powder magazines at the 1,200- 
foot level of the Daly-West mine, near 
Park City; Utah, exploded early Wednes- 
day morning, causing a Iohb of life which 
could not at once be estimated. Within 
three hours twenty-seven men had been 
taken out ot the mine dead and several 
others had been recovered in a dazed con- 
dition. These were all brought out 
through the Ontario mine shaft, n mile 
from (the Daly- West, in which the explo- 
sion occurred. The 1,200- foot level of the 
Daly-Wcat corresponds to and Is con- 
nected by tunnel with the OOO-foot level 
ot the Ontario;."' 

In tha Daly- West mine betwetiu 100 
and 150 men were' at work. Iu the On- 
tario vfe'rt nearly, 100. It is not known 
how many of them-nre dead. There nre 
two powder, magazines at 'the l,l!00-foot 
level of the Daly-WcBt— one-at each side 
ot the shaft — with a capacity of one to 
two cars of powder each. 

The explosion occurred at an hour 
when £vcry person ■ In town was asleep 
or nt work, yhe shock was so grout that 
It awakened everyone within a radius of 
several milos. As an example of Its 
awful force it Iff told that two horses in 
the ore tunnel one and n half mites away 
were killed by it. - 

Excitement was tremendous. Every 
person In the town had friends or rela- 
tives working In the mine, and women 
-'and chlldsen thronged .• to . the . Ontario 
shaft house, midway between Park City 
ind .the B«ly-We«t, : Nearly all ot them 
had husbands or fa then in the mines.

Submarine cables, 
railroads, steamship lines; mull routes 
arc all distinctly troccable. • The naval 
and military forces of all nations nre in- 
dicated by miniature flogs. Those' repre- 
senting the United States bear the nnmes 
of commanders, and are readily shifted 
as the forces move from place to place. 
The cavalry; artillery and "infantry are 
represented by flags ot tbetr' rospcctlvo 
colors, yellow, red and white, giving the 
number ot the regiment null the letter 
of the troop, battery or company. Even 
the smallest hospital corps Is marked by 
a tiny red cross. Ships of every class nre 
shown hy red, white and blue flags bear- 
ing the name of each nnd the number of 
her guns,
